The room 
was filled with dense smoke and the 
mother heroically dashed in, opened the 
windows and then hurried -her children 
to safety. 


The explosion was very loud and wa; 


heard nearly two blocks distant. Neigh- 
bors Hocked in ready to offer assistance, | 
but when they learned there were no fa- | 
tali ties they departed with a feeling of 
relief. 


Mr. Gilday estimates the full damage

cavalry and Chamiuir's battery. 


Pershing was 
surveying the west 


shore lands when the Baeolodians oppos- 
ed 'his advance and provoked the light. 
Pershing surrounded and attacked their 
stronghold, first shelling them and rush- 
ing his troops forward charged gallant- 
ly. After crossing a deep moat and cn- 
t'crhig the fort the. Americans engaged 
tho Moros, bayonets against krisses. A 
hundred of the defenders were killed, in- 
cluding the Dallo of Pananrung-.ui, and 
^ 


many were wounded. Only three Araeri- j 
cans were wounded. After the capture , 
of the fort it was destroyed. 
! 


The Bacolod leaders and 'ihe majority 


of the people of that dUtrict, had been 
hostile to the Americans and encouraged 
attacks on American camps. They re- 
jected the lenders of friendship. 


It is expected that tho defeat of the 


Bacolodians will result in all the Moros 
acknowledging American sovereignty. 


Pershing's column is going to llarahue, 


which is also hostile.

Inser- 
tions are mended in the same way, being 
careful to have your strip of cambric 
wide enough to reach both sides o£ the 
insertion.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 11.—As a. re- 


sult of on investigation into charges of 
alleged cruelty on the part of the at- 
tendants of the Lake Land asylum about 
11 miles from this city some disclosures 


of a startling nature have been made. A 
number of patient have testified before 
the investigaticg committee that they 
have been the victims of acts of cruelty 
and some of the witnesses stated that 
tney feared to tell all they knew on ac- 
count of the fact'that they would suffer 
at the hands of the attendants at the 
close of the examination. 


According to the testimony of several 


witnesses, one of the favorite forms of 
punishment for light infractions of rules | 
on ihe part of the patients was a beat- 
ing with a slungshot formed of a sock in 
which a potato or some other hard vege- 
table had been placed. Some of the pa- 
tients declared they hid frequently been 
choked. One had been taken into a back 
room and tied to a chair. The witness 
who told this story did not know what 
had occurred in lie back room, however, 
but an attendant followed with a leath- 
er belt. Shower baths were also used as 
a means of punishment, tha patients be- 
ing held while cold water was allowed 
to drip on them. Two attendants, after 
being closely questioned, admitted that 
they 
had kicked and choked patieuts, 


but stated that they had been forced to 
do so in self-defense as they had been 
attacked. 


The investigation committee will con- 


tinue its labors next week and it is ex- 
poctod that a report will soon be pre- 
pared for the board of commissioners of 
the asylum under whose supervision the 
investigation is being conducted.

out here. But proving a motive does 
not establish suicide. The court is pre- 
pared to announce its findings." 


SUICIDE NOT ESTABLISHED. 


Judbe Murphy then delivered his ver- 


dict as follows: 


"I find and certify: 
"That Arthur R. Pennell came to his 


death on the 10th day of March, 1003, as 
a result of injuries received while riding 
in an automobile, the said automobile 
plunging from an 
embankment into 


Gehre's stone quarry. 


"That I cannot determine from the 


evidence submitted whether such plunge 
was accidental or designed. 


''That Carrie Lamb Pennell came to 


her death as a result of the said plunge 
of the automobile into the quarry."'

Prnyer Tor Ton Years. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The Rev. 


William Henry MUburn, the venerable 
blind chaplain of the United States sen- 
ate, died at Santa. Barbara, (ill., yester- 
day. When he was 5 years of age a 
playfellow struck him in the left eye 
with a piece of glass. For two years lie 
was confined to a dark room, and when 
he came out one uf his eyes \vns entirely 
blind and little sight was left in the 
other. He however, pursued Ivis studies 
at school nnd college for about twenty 
years, until he been me totally blind. 


In ]S4;i he berame a traveling preach- 


ed of tho Methodist Episcopal church. 
Mr. Milbuvn was twice elected chaplain 
of congress, the first time in 1845, when 
a little over 22 years of iigo. He was 
twice chaplain of the house of represen- 
tatives, and lastly chaplain of the sen- 
ate, to which office he was elected in 
1S93.

The position of the president upon 'the 


tariff as understood from 
his 
recent 


speeches is interpreted tc mean he is not 
in favor of a general revision in the 
next congress. 
Neither 
the 
president 


nor his cabinet near 'to him view the 
tariff as unassailable from 
a 
revi 


point. because it is agreed generally that 
tariff schedules from 
changing 
condi- 


tions of trade and commerce may require 
changes, but he advises these 
not 
be 


made until it is seen such will not dis- 
arrange conditions to any disadvantage. 
But his language on 'this point may be 
better expressive of his ideas. HP. says 
changes should not be made "until need 
for them outweighs 
the disadvantages 


which may result, -and wher. it becomes 
necessary "to make them they should be 
made with full recognition of the need ol 
stability in our economic system, and oi 
keeping unchanged the principle of thai 
system which has now become a settled 
policy in our national life." 


Th'iit seems plain enough. The idea is 


any tariff changes are discommoding to 
the interests they may effect, and no 
changes should be made until the advan- 
tages shorl! ou'tvreigh the disadvantages. 


His belief is that any tariff 
change-3 


should be made with the greatest care, 
saying. "Tie fact that the change in a 
given rate of duty may be thought de- 
sirable docs not 
sett!* 'the 
question 


whether it is advisable to 
make 
the 


change immediately.'' This infers changes 
in the schedules may be considered a 
good 
deal 
before 
the 
consideration 


reaches the point of action. 
It further 


infers that these changes thought neces- 
sary may be accumulative and as time 
passes grouped together and when a per- 
iod comes when trade, commerce nnd ag- 
riculture expressed the unmistakable de- 
mand of the people insist upon tariff re- 
vision, then do the whole job complete.

Then there is the Standard Oil corpor- 


ation. 
'While Figures from 
this giant 


combine are not available, yet 
from 


every point that financiers fignre from, 
this corporation probably possesses as 
many millions in ready cash, and perhaps 
even exceeds the steel trust in amount of 
cash and immediately realizable 
cash. 


Coming to the meat packers, while as 
yet 'these interests are not corporated 
in the sense the Standard and Steel is, 
yet it is a notorious fact that prices 
are made by the meat packers just tho 
;ame, and in fact the live stock market 
at leading centers is practically made by 
them. Prices really dictated for the same 
reason the Standard is able to control 
the price of crude oil, there are no others 
to buy. .All competition has been silenc- 
ed these many months. The meat men 
viewing their immense purchases, their 
equally immense sales must carry cash 
on hand of many millions. Their availa- 
ble cash judging from reports at one 
time of the cash carried by one great 
meat corporation can not be far from 
thirty to fifty millions. 


Coming to the railroad corporations 


the cash balances carried must be colos- 
sal. One road confesses to always carry- 
ing cash actually on hand of something 
like $20,000,000 and that it never bor- 
rows a dollar from any bank. Taking 
various other commanding railroad cor- 
porations like th« Vanderbilts, the Har 
rimans, the Goulds, which combinations 
embrace several great lines, and the cash 
kept always on ha-nd in banks and in 
vaults far exceeds anything like tha' 
carried on the government treasury. In 
this connection the value of the provision

Should the wife have an Allowance?— 


Should the wife have an allowance, a 
definite sum set apart out of the family 
income for herself, or should she have to 
ask her husband, as if it were charity, 
for money with which to buy her hats, 
gloves, ribbons, and the thousand end 
one needful trifles? Men arc apt to think 
'that because women do not do the work 
for which they (the men) are paid, they 
have no part in earning it, and are sooner 
or later inclined to ask, "Where is -the 
quarter I gave you yesterday'!" 


Marriage is a partnership in a special 


sense, in which the man is generally the 
bread-winner; but it by no means follows 
that the woman is merely an ornament 
or a doll arrayed in pretty dresses or 
housegowns. In the ideal home the wife 
bearslier share of the burdens that must 
«ome, it would eeem. to all of us. She 
ke^ps the house more or less elaborately, 
according to the circumstances. If she 
has one servant or more, her burdens 
take other forms than as if she did her 
own work. If she has children there is 
the responsibility of caring for 
them 


and training them. The mothers influ- 
ence upon her children for good or evil 
is very great. If there are guests at the 
home, the matter of entertainment large- 
ly clevelopes upon the wife. Her duties 
are multifarious, and when she has done 
nil, she is expected to be a. companion 
for her husband, and to be interested in 
the things in which he is interested. All 
this is just as much the contribution to 
the household happiness and comfort as 
to money the husband brings home every 
week. 
In business matters the wife 


should be treated like a business partner: 
she should have an allowance, and should 
not have a false sentiment about asking 
for it.—Woman's Home Companion.

Hem 
a strip neatly just below the scallops, 
and also to the facing of the garment, 
gathering at the latter place, if the 'em- 
broidery is gathered. Then, if the slit is 
just at the point where the edging joins 
the garment, it will be easy to hem 'the 
edge of the garment to the 
reenforced 


embroidery, taking pains to 
distribute 


the gathers. If the break is farther up 
in the work', a neat darn, must be put in. 
When you have your embroidery thus 
protected it will wear'as long as the 
garment itself—a desirable 
thing, 
for 


nothing is more slovenly than to sec a 
garment minus half its trimmings or 
with the edging caught on to it in such a 
manner as to lose half its width. Inser- 
tions are mended in the same way, being 
careful to have your strip of cambric 
wide enough to reach both sides of the 
insertion. 


For the Complexion.—Hot milk for the 


complexion has proved to be of the great- 
est benefit, and many women say they 
owe an improvement of their complex- 
ion to the constant use of hot milk ap- 
plied every morning and night to their 
faces. A woman prominent in the liter- 
ary world, and whose complexion is equal

efficacious as hot milk.

Result of Investigation Into Charges 


at Kentucky Asylum—Witnesses 


Eeluctant to Testify Fearing

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 11.—As » re- 


sult of an investigation into charges of 
alleged cruelty on the part of the at- 
tendants of tke Lake Land asylum about 
11 miles from this city some disclosures 
of a startling nature have been made. A 
number of patient have testified before 
the investigating committee that they 
have been the victims of acts of cruelty 
and some of the witnesses stated that 
iney feared to tell all they knew on ac- 
count of the faet'that they would suffer 
at the hands of the attendants at the 
close of the examination. 


According to the testimony of several 


witnesses, one of the favorite forms of 
punishment for light infractions of rules 
on the part of the patients was a beat- 
ing with a slungshot formed of a sock in 
which a potato or some other hard vege- 
table had been placed. Some of the pa- 
tients, declared they had frequently been 
choked. One had been taken into a back 
room and tied to a chair. The witness 
who told this story did not know what 
had occurred in the back room, however, 
but an attendant followed with a leath- 
er belt. Shower baths were also used as 
a means of punishment, the patients be- 
ing held while cold water was allowed 
to drip on them. Two attendants, after 
being closely questioned, admitted that 
they had kicked and choked patients, 
but stated that they had been forced to 
do so in self-defense as they had been 
attacked. 


The investigation committee will con- 


tinue its labors next week and it is ex- 
pected that a report will soon be pre- 
pared for the board of commissioners of 
the asylum under whose supervision the 
investigation is being conducted.

inKenosha and-Lake covnities.-lswe-iorm- 
ed an a-ssoeiation^the setftiment-'in fa- 
vor of the combine being well-night untn- 
imous. 
The threshers claim --that • they 


besn losing money for the past- 


few years. The. business is not 
used to be when Keosha. was a great 
wheat county acd again the rates for in- 
surance on 'the machines has been raised 
until'the risk of running a machine has 
become very great. 


The fanners have in years past taken 


the old plan of forcing the thresher to 
wait for his money until the crop.-is sold 
and sometimes even.longer. These evils 
are to be corrected by a raise in the 
rates for work and besides this 'the new 
combine will demand that the farmers 
pay up all Ihe old accounts before -the 
machines are pulled 
into their barn 


yards. If the old accounts are not paid 
up the grain will be allowed«to rot in the 
stack before 'the members of the Thresh- 
ers' union will touch it. 


The rules of the union will be issued 


early in the season so that the farmer 
will have due warning of the prices to 
be paid and the terms on which, the work 
will be done. It is probable that this sot 
of rules will also affect the women of the 
farmers home as. rules in regard to the 
food to be furnished the threshers will 
be placed in the general announcement 
of the new combine.
